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Animal Shelter Raising Funds for Addition

This Sunday at "It's All About the Animals" 
shelter in Rochester, it was all about putting the 
Halloween Tun' in 'fundraiser' to raise money for a much 
needed addition to the cat shelter's main building. 

"Octopurr Fest" was the shelter's very first all- 
out community event, said Pam Robinson, owner and 
operator of the local cat shelter located at 103 Marion 
Road (Route 105). The shelter had held smaller events in 
the past, but the 501(c)(3) nonprofit, no-kill organization 
decided to take things up a notch, given the substantial 
amount of money they will need to raise to reach their 
goal of $30,000 to build a 20- by 20-foot addition to house 
the cats so another room can be partially developed into 
a utility space to house a washer and dryer and shower 
area. 

"Because right now everything comes into my 
house," said Robinson who, with her husband Oren 
Robinson, cares for up to 50 cats at any given time on her 
Rochester property, providing a place for the local felines 
who have no friends - a home for the homeless. 

The event brought in $3,000, with an additional 
$2,000 given by Janet Marra, a private donor. The very 
next day, an additional private donor matched Marra' s 
$2,000 for a total of $7,000 - significant, but still quite a 
few whiskers away from the goal. 

For the Octopurr Fest event, Robinson marveled 
at the generosity of the community members and local 
vendors who donated items for the Chinese auction, as 
well as other items such as pumpkins for painting. Kids 
and families enjoyed a costume contest, arts and crafts, 
games, and face painting, despite the unseasonable cold, 
which Robinson said did not keep the crowds away.

Magee said Rochester Police has spoken to several 
people about the incident, but he could not comment on 
whether the police had any suspects or any leads about 
what actually happened to Noble on that day. 

"This is certainly an open investigation," said 
Magee. "But I can't even confirm for you that the dog was 
shot." 

Magee said Stack has reported that Noble is 
recovering from his wounds and is expected to be okay.

Controlling Winter Moths - What You Need To Know 

Mattapoisett Tree Committee

On October 17, with the first real chill of the 
fall season testing the hale and hearty, about 100 people 
gathered around a giant elm tree in Dunseith Garden in 
Mattapoisett to learn how to control the dreaded winter 
moth. 

Winter moths arrived in the area several years 
ago, drifting steadily south from northern regions in the 
1990s but not definitively identified until 2003. 

By that time, these hungry pests had established a 
reasonably strong foothold, or should I say wing-hold, on 
our beloved hardwood trees. 

The spring of 2015 was particularly difficult to

witness as vast acreages of trees were shredded beyond 
recognition - no longer lush green woodlands and well- 
groomed landscapes, but tree skeletons barren of leaves. 

"These moths are opportunistic," said Deb Smiley 
of the Mattapoisett Tree Committee. Smiley explained 
that after successive seasons of moth damage, a normal 
healthy tree would die. She said moths used various 
strategies to secure food, including hitching a ride on cars 
and flying through the air on invisible threads. 

While Smiley gave the lowdown on the life cycle 
of the winter moth and how to combat the nasty critters, 
members of the Tree Committee, along with Tree Warden 
Roland Cote, demonstrated how to 'band' a tree trunk. 

Smiley began by telling the eager listeners that

trees that have suffered damage from moths will try to re- 
foliate, but, left to do so without human intervention, the 
weakened tree could sustain permanent damage. 

Her advice was to fertilize trees in the fall and 
water them in the spring at the roots. Smiley said there 
were several types of deep probe watering devices that 
delivered water directly to the trees roots. She disabused 
the crowd of the notion that tree roots were deep 
underground, saying, "Roots are about three feet deep, so 
you don't have to go too far down." 

Smiley said watering in the spring was absolutely 
critical to the trees' ability to produce leaves, while 
fertilizing in the spring was useless. 

"They won't know what to do with the food," she

As for measures everyone should be taking now 
to cut off the moth's lifecycle, Smiley gave the checklist. 

First, the trees have to be banded. The best 
practice for adequately placing a barrier around a tree 
trunk is to use quilt batting, a product readily available in 
craft and fabric shops. A thick wide strip of approximately 
6 inches is placed around the trunk at about 5 feet above 
ground level. 

Second, clear plastic wrap is placed over the 
batting to keep it secured and tightly snuggled to the tree 
trunk. 

The moths can easily slip under and along the 
uneven surfaces of trees; therefore, additional batting 
material needs to be compacted under the plastic wrap 
and into those gaps to create a complete physical barrier. 
Additional plastic wrap at the bottom and top of the 
banded area will help to keep the barrier in place through 
the weeks it is needed. 

Third and most importantly, a substance needs to 
be applied to the surface of the plastic wrap, a substance 
that will trap the moths as they attempt to climb into the 
tree's canopy. 

There is one popular commercial product 
Smiley recommended called Tanglefoot. You may also use 
petroleum jelly or similar sticky substances. 

Finally, after placing the barrier around the tree, 
you'll need to spray the trunks from ground level to the 
bottom of the band with a dormant oil product sold at 
gardening centers. This helps to destroy the advancing 
enemy as they awaken from their underground lair.

Two Announce Retirement in Marion 

Marion Board of Selectmen

With regret. Town Administrator Paul Dawson 
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told the Board of Selectmen on October 20 that two town 
department heads will be retiring before the year's end. 

Michael Cormier, harbormaster for the Town of 
Marion for roughly ten years, Dawson said Tuesday night, 
has announced his retirement effective January 1, 2016. 
Cormier will begin to enjoy the effects of retirement ahead 
of time, though, by using accrued days off to essentially 
begin his retirement at the end of November. 

"It's going to be a huge loss," said Board of 
Selectmen Chairman Stephen Cushing. "He's done a lot 
for our waterfront. ... The money alone that he has saved 
the town..." 

Dawson then announced the receipt of Marion 
Council on Aging Director Susan Schwager's intent to 
retire, effective the end of November. 

"Again, a talented department head," said 
Dawson. "It will be a very difficult challenge to replace 
her." 

Dawson said the town would soon begin 
advertising for the COA director position. 

"It's sad," said Dawson. "In my time here, I don't 
think I've ever announced the retirement of a department 
head. It's quite a thing. I have immensely enjoyed 
working with these two individuals, and I will miss 
having them around." 

In other matters, selectmen held a public hearing 
before taking action on whether or not to allow an 
aquaculture farm grant to move forward slated for the 
waters surrounding Ram Island. 

Applicant Shea Doonan faced some contention 
the Wednesday prior during a Conservation Commission 
meeting when Ram Island resident Michael Moore 
vehemently opposed the aquaculture farm, mainly 
because Doonan did not consult with him about how 
the project might affect his boat's passage through the 
channel. (See the Marion Conservation Commission story 
in this week's edition of The Wanderer). 

The Conservation Commission continued its 
hearing to allow the two gentlemen to work it out; 
however, Moore stated that he had no intention of 
attempting to come to an agreement with Doonan. 

Since that hearing, Doonan has returned to the 
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site with Assistant Harbormaster / Shellfish Warden 
Isaac Perry and has shrunk the outer markings of the 
site, effectively reducing the size of the American oyster 
aquaculture farm in half. 

"We worked with the harbormaster to make sure 
[Moore] has enough room...." said Doonan. 

Has everyone come to an agreement, Cushing 
asked Doonan. No, not exactly. 

Moore told selectmen he felt the increasing oyster 
farming economy in Marion should be spread around to 
other areas, since two aquaculture grants are already close 
to Ram Island. 

"I think the burden needs to be spread out around 
the harbor," said Moore. 

Selectman Jody Dickerson asked Doonan why he 
chose this particular site off Ram Island. 

"It was a long process of elimination," Doonan 
said, referring to areas such as Planting Island and south 
of Silvershell Beach. "There were always problems . . . 
eelgrass growth . . . too shallow, or water flow ... or just 
access. . .. [Ram Island] really is the best spot as far as 
protection goes ... in order for this to be a lasting project." 

Cushing said he would like to return a second 
time to the site before taking a vote, this time with 
markers to give a more concrete idea of just where the 
aquaculture farm would be relative to the boat traffic 
pattern. 

The hearing was recessed, but no date was set to 
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allow for time to visit the site within a couple weeks and 
then return to session. 

The next meeting of the Marion Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for November 3 at 7:00 pm at the 
Marion Town House. 

Selectmen Undecided on Land Donation 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

Developers of a potential solar farm off Snipatuit 
Road have offered to donate a 108-acre parcel of land 
abutting the 15 acres of proposed solar arrays to the 
Town, but the Rochester Board of Selectmen is hesitant 
to decide whether the Town or the Rochester Land Trust 
should accept the land donation. 

On October 19, the board inched closer to 
deciding that the land trust should acquire the land, 
but held off on a formal vote until legal details could be 
assessed by town counsel. 

Rochester Assistant Assessor Charles Shea told 
the board that tax revenue would be minimally affected 
if the land were taken out of Chapter 61 designation and 
converted to town-owned conservation land. Currently, 
he said, the Chapter 61 land is taxed at $50 per acre and 
assessed at $5,400. 

The 15 acres of solar arrays are what will 
generate revenue for the town, valued at $500,000. In the 
agreement. Shea said the developer, Melink Corporation, 
would make a substantial payment in lieu of taxes 
(PILOT) - the benefit of which will outweigh the loss of 
the Chapter 61 land tax. 

The Conservation Commission once opposed a 
town acquisition of the land, but then reconsidered their 
position and advocated for either town or land trust 
acceptance. Conservation Agent Laurell Farinon said 
the land would connect to other parcels of recreational 
land and currently contains various hiking trails, a 
benefit to the townspeople. In addition, the land abuts 
environmentally sensitive areas such as Logging Swamp 
and two aquifers. 

"These are the reasons why the Conservation 
Commission forwarded the memo and voted to

recommend the acceptance," said Farinon. 

Selectmen discussed potential uses of the land, 
such as hiking and possibly hunting, although the board 
is divided on its stance on hunting, with Chairman 
Richard Nunes neutral on the issue. Selectman Naida 
Parker opposed, and Selectman Brad Morse in favor - as 
Nunes put it, "He's an avid hunter, he'll kill anything," 
eliciting laughter. 

The board agreed the land trust might have 
more flexibility in the uses of the land, while Town 
Administrator Michael McCue wondered if the town's 
insurance would be affected by an allowance of hunting 
on a property of such a size. 

The board held off on making a decision until 
all of the "down sides" to town ownership could be 
uncovered. 

Also during the meeting, Rochester Police Chief 
Paul Magee defended his department to the selectmen in 
light of comments members of the Rochester Country Fair 
Board of Directors made at the board's last meeting about 
the cost of police presence at the event. 

Some facts were not discussed the night of 
October 7, Magee said, including how the number of 
detail police officers has not risen since 2010, and detail 
hourly costs have "only increased by $3 per hour," a $372 
increase in police detail costs for the country fair. Detail 
cops are one of the highest expenses for the country fair. 

"I think for an event of this size . . . those increases

department has made a " tremendous effort in keeping 
costs in check." 

Magee took offense to RCF BOD Co-Chairman 
Dave Souza's assertion that the Fire Department was 
generous while the police was disappointing. 

"In 2015, the Police Department provided 73 man 
hours to the fair at no cost," said Magee. "I don't think 
we could be more generous and accommodating at this 
point." 

That is a $3,100 savings to the country fair, Magee 

stated. 

The chief said he thinks the problem lies in the 
Police Department's practice of "operating] under the 
radar." 

"We're not out making a big deal about it. We're 
not patting ourselves on the back," said Magee. 

As for Souza's comparison of the country fair 
traffic and parking with the soccer fields on Dexter Lane 
on weekends, Magee said there is no comparison. The 
country fair brings in thousands over the course of four 
days, and with the soccer games only a couple hundred 
parents come to watch the game for a few hours. Magee 
compared the number of detail officers at the Rochester 
Country Fair with the Westport Country Fair, 128 and 230, 
respectively. 

"And I can't say that [the Westport] fair is twice 
as big," Magee told the selectmen, "but know that we are 
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trying to keep that as reasonable as possible." 

Year after year, he said, people comment on how 
there aren't any problems at the fair and ask, why do we 
need so many officers? It is because of the police presence, 
commented Magee. 

"I certainly very much enjoy working with the 
fair committee," said Magee, "I don't think you can find a 
better group of individuals more dedicated...." 

Later in the meeting, Laurene Gerrior of the 
Rochester Historical Commission and several fellow 
members put forth a notion that the historical district 
of Rochester Center must be preserved for its history, 
evidenced by many archeological finds, of which there 
may still be many undiscovered.

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The area of focus was the land at and near the old 
cemetery adjacent to a large lot slated for a solar energy 
installation, although the solar farm was not specifically 
mentioned. 

Gerrior talked of prehistoric Native American 
finds, such as a number of arrowheads and a "pound corn 
rock," evidence of agriculture in the immediate area. She 
cited the Dexter Lane soccer fields as a site of significant 
archeological finds. 

"There was a [Native American] settlement not 
too far from Rochester Center," said Gerrior. "We need to 
be concerned with protecting and preserving the historical 
context [of the center]." 

She is not anti-development, Gerrior stated, 
but the historic nature of the area is "both fragile and 
irreplaceable." 

"Once lost it is extremely difficult, if not 
impossible, to replace," said Gerrior. According to Gerrior, 
state law and the Massachusetts Historical Commission 
requires projects planned for a historic location such 
as Rochester Center to appear before the local historic 
district commission and historical commission for 
approval. 

Parker called the Massachusetts Historic 
Commission "the big stick" the Town could use to fend 
off unwanted developments in the town's historical 
district. 

"It was there before us, and it should be 
respected," said Gerrior.

ZBA Hearings Feature Grandfathered Setbacks 

Mattapoisett Zoning Board of Appeals

On October 15, the Mattapoisett Zoning Board 
of Appeals heard several applications in which requests 
to allow the use of grandfathered setbacks was the main 
theme. 

The first hearing of the evening was for 7 
Fairview Drive, owned by Milton Heuberger. The 
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property was described as having been two lots that were 
either intentionally or unintentionally joined. Heuberger 
asked that the original lots with the original setbacks - 
those prior to 1973 - be recognized so that his daughter 
could build a home next to his residence. 

Heuberger had already received the green light 
from the Mattapoisett Conservation Commission, as well 
as approval from the Water and Sewer Department for 
municipal services. 

Acting Chairman Paul Millott asked Director of 
Inspectional Services Andy Bobola if the application was 
acceptable as presented. 

Bobola responded, "This is a straightforward 
application in keeping with the laws." Bobola added. 
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"The plans are in keeping with the neighborhood." 

The application was approved. 

The next application also requesting the 
recognition and acceptance of earlier setbacks was from 
Corey Bizzaro for 0 Hillside Avenue. Bizzaro's application 
was identical to Heuberger's regarding setbacks and his 
desire to build a home in keeping with the neighborhood. 

That part of the application was not a problem for 
the board; however, abutter Kevin Tavares told the board 
that Natural Heritage & Endangered Species Program 
had designated land abutting his property and that of 
Bizzaro's, questioning the wisdom of placing a new home 
near the line. 

"I'm not against the project, not at all," Tavares 
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stated numerous times as he tried to argue that Bizzaro's 
plans might endanger wildlife habitat. 

The board wondered amongst themselves if this 
was an issue for their consideration or if they were to 
simply review the application from a zoning perspective. 

Bobola suggested to the board that their purview 
likely should only be that of the zoning issue and that they 
could approve the application with the restriction that 
the Conservation Commission would need to review the 
project before a building permit could be granted. Tavares 
was told that the Conservation Commission was the right 
place to bring up his concern. 

The board agreed with Bobola and approved the 
project with the grandfathered setbacks being accepted. 

The third project of the evening looking for 
setback relief came from Bruce Rocha, Sr. for property 
located at 0 Wildwood Terrace. Rocha told the board that 
he had owned the property for 40 years and had made 
improvements in the form of a Board of Health-approved 
septic installation and connection to public water. 

"I'm just asking for the same thing that Milton 
got," he told the board. His application was approved. 

Also coming before the board was Charles Van 
Voorhis of Nick's Pizza, 27 County Road. Van Voorhis 
sought and received permission to enclose an outdoor 
patio space to allow for the expansion of his kitchen and 
reconfiguration of the restrooms. Abutters did not have a 
problem with the scope of work planned, although Nancy 
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Perry of Upland Way asked if the larger kitchen would 
mean more traffic to the narrow side street along the 
eastern edge of the restaurant. 

"I was thinking about adding delivery service," 
Van Voorhis responded. The application was approved. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Zoning 
Board of Appeals will be November 19 at 6:00 pm 
contingent upon applications. 

Two Hearings - Two Continuances 

Rochester Conservation Commission

The two scheduled hearings for the Rochester 
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Conservation Commission's October 20 meeting had to be 
continued. 

The first application coming before the 
commissioners was filed by Joel and Caitlin Sullivan for 
property located on High Street for the construction of a 
four-bedroom residence. 

Represented by Rick Charon of Charon 
Associates, the commissioners heard that the Board of 
Health had approved the septic plan and that wetlands 
and other jurisdictional areas had been identified. 

But a critical piece - clearance from the National 
Heritage and Endangered Species Program regarding 
wildlife habitat - was missing. Charon said an error in 
addressing documents to the National Heritage office had 
delayed a response, one that stalls the application until 
their critical determination is received. 

The commissioners were able to approve erosion 
controls and asked the applicant to return on November 
17. They also informed the Sullivans that in the future, 
land clearing activities needed to be requested and 
approved by the Conservation Commission before 
commencing. 

Also continued was the application for Melink 
Corporation of Milford, Ohio, for an abbreviated notice 
of resource area delineation for property located on the 
westerly side of Snipatuit Pond. 

Conservation Agent Laurell Farinon said she 
had walked about two-thirds of the 4,000-feet of land 
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requiring wetlands delineations. However, since abutters 
had not been properly notified, the hearing had to be 
continued until November 17. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for November 3 at 7:00 pm in 
the Rochester Town Hall meeting room, at which time no 
voting will take place due to Election Day restrictions. 

The November 17 meeting of the Rochester 
Conservation Commission will be a full meeting 
scheduled for 7:00 pm in the town hall meeting room. 

ConCom Fully Loaded 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

The Mattapoisett Conservation Commission 
is once again fully loaded, that is, with a full slate of 
commissioners to handle the growing demands of the 
community for land use under the jurisdiction of the 
Wetlands Protection Act. The new commissioners are 
Trevor Francis and Mike Dubuc. Dubuc is also a member 
of the Agricultural Commission. 

For the new commissioners, it was a fairly smooth 
and painless first performance. Coming before the 
commission of behalf of his client, Lorraine Cottle, was 
Doug Schneider of N. Douglas Schneider & Associates. 
The application of Cottle's Request for Determination of 
Applicability became the question, should the filing be an 


RDA or a Notice of Intent? 

After describing Cottle's objective - offering 
plans for a single-family dwelling with associated 
infrastructures nearing a 50-foot buffer zone -Chairman 
Robert Rogers asked why Cottle had not filed a NOI. 
Noting that the plans did not include any clearing for 
a backyard and terming the drawing "vanilla," Rogers 
stated, "I'm struggling to understand the strategy." 

Schneider said, "We want to get the property to 
where the owner can sell it. . .. We need to meet something 
that can be permitted." 

ConCom member Peter Newton asked, "Why 
permit the house? Why not delineate the wetlands?" 

Commission member Michael King interjected. 
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"To defer the large cost to the buyer." 

During a follow-up interview, when asked what 
the cost differential is between filing a RDA or a NOI, 
Conservation Agent Liz Leidhold stated that there is no 
cost for filing an RDA. There is a $500 fee, however, to file 
a NOI. 

Schneider conceded that he was assisting his 
client in the most cost effective manner he could and was 
aware that in the future a new owner would most likely 
return to the commission with an entirely new plan with a 
far greater impact on jurisdictional areas. 

After fully vetting the pros and cons of the filing, 
Newton and Rogers voted 'nay/ while King, Francis, and 
Dubuc voted 'yea/ granting the applicant a Negative 3 
determination (not required to file a NOI) with conditions. 

Four Certificates of Compliance were approved 
for 173 Brandt Island Road, and a certificate of compliance 
was granted to Ted Gowdy of 15 Fieldstone Drive at The 
Preserve at Bay Club. 

During a discussion period, Rogers told the board 
that he and Leidhold had recently met with the town 
administrator to discuss a fee schedule for site visits. 

Rogers said the Board of Selectmen wished to 
evaluate charging for this service in an effort to fund 
more working hours for the agent and the departmental 
secretary. Rogers said the workload was more than 
sufficient to justify a full-time agent and secretary, and 
fees would help defray the cost. 
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"We do a good job of getting applications in 
and out," Rogers said, but other towns, he added, do 
charge for site visits and have full-time staffs with lighter 
workloads. 

An implementation of new fees would have to 
pass Town Meeting, Rogers said, while reminding all that 
a previous attempt had failed. 

Several older jurisdictional matters were also 
discussed. 

Leidhold told the commissioners that a site visit 
to Brandt Point Village with Environmental Scientist 
Brad Holmes showed several roadway washouts and the 
presence of silt leeching into the detention ponds. 

Regarding Leisure Shore Marina, Rogers said the 
Massachusetts Department of Environmental Protection 
had not yet approved the clean up plan to date, and a 
consent order was pending. 

And regarding 4 Seabreeze Lane, Rogers noted 
that an Enforcement Order had been issued. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission is scheduled for October 26 at 
6:30 pm in the Mattapoisett Town Hall conference room. 


Resident Furious at Aquaculture Farmer 

Marion Conservation Commission

The Marion Conservation Commission on 
October 14 was ready to approve Shea Doonan' s 
proposed aquaculture farm off Ram Island. Instead 
of voting, however, the commission watched on as 
contention mounted between Doonan and a Ram Island 
neighbor vehemently opposed to the project because 
Doonan failed to inform him of the plan. 

"I find it very disappointing that the first time I'm 
meeting this gentleman is right now," said Ram Island 
resident Michael Moore, shaking Doonan' s hand. The 
cordiality did not last, though. "I'm also disappointed 
because the first time I heard about this project was 
yesterday [from the newspaper]." 

Moore did receive a certified letter alerting him 
to a Marion Board of Selectmen meeting scheduled for 
October 20 to discuss the project, which selectmen sent 
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as a courtesy to Ram Island residents to hear their input 
before initial approval of the aquaculture farm. 

Although Doonan followed legal procedure for 
abutter notification, Moore accused Doonan of jettisoning 
his weak attempts to reach out to him to garner Moore's 
opinion on the project, which Moore claims will interrupt 
the channel he uses to sail his skiff from the island to a 
licensed pier at the back of the island. He said 30- to 32- 
foot boats often pass through an area too close to where 
Doonan planned the aquaculture farm. 

"I'm feeling very much behind the eight ball," 
said Moore. "As an abutter. I'm disappointed to be here at 
this point and not earlier in the process." He said he was 
frustrated because, legally, Doonan should have conferred 
with him. 

"I made [two] phone calls," said Doonan. "There 
was no answer." 

Moore sighed and turned to Doonan. 

"What the hell? Is it that hard to find me?" said 
Moore. "I find that extremely insulting." 

Okay, okay, said Conservation Commission 
Chairman Norman Hills. 

Doonan said he tried, to which Moore replied, 
"Well, you should've tried harder." 

Doonan, looking visually perplexed, said he went 
through the proper channels with Town Hall, and he 
posted his legal notice two months ago in The Wanderer 
as required at the start of the application process. He said 
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he also worked with the harbormaster and altered the 
plan according to the harbormaster's suggestions. After 
looking further into the matter, Doonan determined that 
Moore is not located within 100 feet of the project, which 
is why Moore received no certified letter pertaining to the 
ConCom meeting. 

"I suspect that we could've worked something 
out," said Moore, "but I don't see how we can, given 
where you're currently at." 

Hills asked Doonan if he could still move the 
proposed placement of the markers over to the right, 
further out of the way. 

"Absolutely," said Doonan. "No problem." 

Doonan also proposed to cut down the area of 
his aquaculture farm in half, from one acre to a half-acre, 
saying to Moore, "Maybe I'll have less than a half acre, 
but I'm not worried about that as long as you can get 
out." 

Hills asked Moore if he thought it possible to sit 
down with Doonan to come to an agreement, and Moore 
refused. 

Doonan reiterated that he followed the 
application process, acquiesced to the harbormaster's 
demands, "gave [Moore] a football field between the 
land . . . for [his] boat to get through," and, as of that 
day, had satisfied all that the commission had asked for. 
Doonan urged to commission to take its vote based on its 
jurisdictional aspects of the project under the Wetlands 
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Protection Act. 

"We're here to protect the environment," said 
Hills "Eh, you got me...." he said after pondering if the 
commission should entertain Moore's opposition. 

The commission, finding itself in the middle of 
the matter, did not know whether it should approve the 
application based on its merits or if it should continue the 
hearing until after the selectmen's meeting. 

"It puts us in an uncomfortable situation," said 
ConCom member Joel Hartley. 

Doonan said he meant no disrespect to Moore for 
his failure to contact him. 

"It's not open for discussion," said Moore. 
"There's no way. ..." 

The hearing was continued until October 28. 

Also during the meeting, Robert and Virginia 
Beans of 35 Holly Road were approved for a septic system 
replacement. 

Dale and Laura Briggs of 23 Dexter Road received 
approval for a boardwalk replacement and expansion, 
plus the addition of a garage. 
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Planning Board Dissatisfied with Town Counsel 

Mattapoisett Planning Board

During the October 19 meeting of the 
Mattapoisett Planning Board, residents from the Brandt 
Point Village subdivision were present to have their 
application heard, a request for public trash collection. 
One of the conditions in their subdivision covenant 
states that the neighborhood would not receive public 
trash collection. On this evening, they were seeking an

Road received a Negative 2 and 3 determination to 
replace an existing shed with a new one.

The Marion Open Space Acquisition Commission 
request to expand the riprap in the spillways, repair the 
interior dike, and redesign the exit culvert at Grassi Bog 
on Mill Street was continued until November 12. 

The next meeting of the Marion Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for October 28 at 7:00 pm at the 
Marion Town House. 
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amendment to overturn that restriction. 

The Planning Board during a previous meeting 
had voted to amend the covenant for a condominium 
complex. The Villages at Mattapoisett, allowing that 
complex to receive public trash collection. 

Mary Carlson, a resident from the Brandt Island 
Road subdivision, on behalf of all residents of the 
subdivision, requested the same consideration the board 
had previously given to The Villages. 

Immediately after her brief explanation, board 
member John Mathieu asked Chairman Tom Tucker to 
table the request pending town counsel review. Mathieu' s 
reason was concern over language in the amendment 
previously rendered for The Villages, saying he needed 
comment on the board's last vote for The Villages to 
confirm the amended language. 

"I'd like the language to match and to confirm 
that we have legal authority to make the vote regarding 
our action for The Villages," Mathieu said. 

"We need to make sure we did it right the first 
time before we do it again," he told Carlson. 

Mathieu then launched into his concern that 
the town's legal counsel was nonresponsive. Tucker 
said the request for legal counsel review had been made 
weeks ago, and the board had not yet received even an 
acknowledgement that the request was made. 

Tucker said he and the board's secretary had 
made several follow-up requests to Kopelman and Paige. 
He too noted his displeasure with the town's selected 
legal counsel. 

This prompted board member Mary Crain to 
comment, "That's bizarre." 

"This is the sort of treatment we get from 
Kopelman," said Mathieu. "I'm very disappointed." He 
continued, "I've been disappointed for several years." He 
wondered aloud if maybe the board should ask the town 
administrator if they could hire their own legal counsel. 

The board moved to continue Brandt Point 
Village's request for covenant changes and to request legal 
assistance through the office of the town administrator. 

Continuing on the theme of this subdivision. 
Highway Superintendent Barry Denham told the board 
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that he was concerned about the ability of traffic to exit 
and enter onto Brandt Island Road, especially with cars 
lined up waiting for school buses. 

But the three residents present to hear the 
outcome of their trash collection request were far more 
concerned with other problems in the subdivision versus 
traffic flow. 

"We don't get any responses from Joe," said 
resident Daniel Scully referring to the new construction 
manager for the project Joe Furtado. 

Carlson, Scully, and Dennis Dimos, another 
resident of the subdivision, all expressed serious concern 
over the lack of responsiveness from Furtado after his 
previously expressed pledge to be forthcoming to the 


residents. 

Tucker asked Denham what the condition of 
the drainage was in the development, long a bone of 
contention for the town and the homeowners. Denham 
replied, "Nothing has changed . . . water goes wherever it 
wants to go." 

Denham also discussed the condition of the 
roadways and test borings - results of which were still 
pending. 

"Why don't we plan on bringing Mr. Furtado 
here?" asked Tucker. He said that rather than having bits 
and pieces of information, it made sense to have Furtado 
present to respond to the residents' concerns. The board 
moved to invite Furtado to the November 2 meeting. 
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Denham also said, due to the amount of time 
it takes out of his busy schedule, future subdivision 
oversight work should be handled by a hired professional. 
Tucker agreed. 

Earlier in the evening, the board moved to accept 
revised plans from The Preserve at the Bay Club for one 
lot and from the Split Rock subdivision, also part of The 
Bay Club, for two lots. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Planning 
Board is scheduled for November 2 at 7:00 pm in the 
Mattapoisett Town Hall conference room. 


ORR to Fundraise for Field Upgrades 

Old Rochester Regional School Committee

Old Rochester Regional High School Principal 
Michael Devoll wants to make upgrading the school 
sports fields a priority and asked the ORR School 
Committee on October 14 to approve a special reserve 
account for a fundraising campaign to install artificial 
turf. 

Devoll hopes, with the help of some donors 
who might make significant contributions, to start the 
fundraising off with a bang. 

Back in 2008, said Devoll, a community group 
asked the committee to take money in for the purpose of 
renovating the athletic fields by adding artificial turf. The 
group managed to solicit a few promises from donors for 
some substantial donations, but they were never collected. 
Shortly thereafter, the economy collapsed. 

"Not a cent was collected," said Devoll. "Our 
fields have not improved. . .. We need to upgrade the 
athletic complex." 

Devoll was not asking for funds from the 
committee; rather, he was simply asking for a way to hold 
the money until enough is raised to move forward with 
the project. Devoll said that he will be looking for new 
ideas and unique ways of raising funds. First, though, he 
hopes someone in the community will step forward with 
a generous donation to give the fundraising campaign 
some momentum. 

"It's a substantial number that needs to be raised. 
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We're only allowed a certain number of bake sales per 
year," said Devoll. "We mean business, otherwise nickel 
and diming isn't going to make it happen." 

School Business Administrator Patrick Spencer 
commented that once enough funds are collected, the 
School Committee would be in control of specs and putting 
the job out to bid. Meanwhile, he will seek out two bids to 
use as a baseline for roughly how much money the school 
needs to collect. 

In other matters, Devoll lauded the Advanced 
Placement program at ORR, saying participation has 
increased significantly - up from 79 AP students in 2011 to 
131 in 2015. The new psychology AP course was especially 
popular this year, with three AP psychology classes of 25 
students instead of the expected 15 enrolled students. 

All students now sit for the AP exam to earn credit 
towards their grade point average, and Devoll hopes to 
expand the program further in the future to include AP 
science and art. 

"We've been doing a great job expanding our AP 
program, and I expect that number to go up even further 
next year," said Devoll. 

Also during the meeting, ORR School Committee 
Chairman James O'Brien announced his resignation from 
the committee in light of a recent job promotion to become 
superintendent director of the Greater New Bedford 
Regional Vocational Technical High School. The committee 
thanked O'Brien for his years of leadership and dedication. 

"It's kind of bittersweet for me," said O'Brien. 

"It's been an unbelievable ride and an unbelievable 
experience." 

Superintendent Doug White during the meeting 
presented student Paige Watterson with the Certificate of 
Academic Achievement Excellence Award. 

"She has a passion for academic achievement as 
well as a passion for justice," said White, applauding her 
class rank and participation in school activities such as the 
debate team, math team, labor equality club, participation 
in numerous drama productions, and volunteer work 
outside of school. "She's a great person with a long road of 
success ahead of her." 

The next meeting of the Old Rochester Regional 
School Committee is scheduled for November 18 at 6:00 
pm in the junior high media room.

Newell is a second-rank scout and works as the Cape Cod 
Squadron Boatswain, which means that Newell is the 
youth in charge of Sea Scouts in Cape Cod. 

As one could probably imagine, it is pretty rare to 
see a female Sea Scout and Emily is one of the few paving 
the way for girls in the Scouts. 

In a generally male-dominated activity, Emily is 
thriving and encouraging other girls to be fearless and 
stand up for themselves. 

"I think other girls will feel empowered to 
try new things," said Newell. "To not be afraid to be 
themselves. Not be afraid to break the limits of society." 

Newell's work is nowhere close to being finished, 
however. She continues to blaze a trail for females in the 
Sea Scouts and she has no plans on stopping any time 
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soon. 

"I'm still working on lots of rights for girls in the 
co-ed scouting program," Newell said. "Lots of doors 
have opened, but many still remain closed. That goes for 
scouting and in communities across the U.S." 

Students Ponder Entrepreneurship and 
Leadership 

Tabor Academy News

Social Entrepreneurship and Innovation were the 
focuses of this year's Graboys Leadership Symposium at 
Tabor Academy on October 20. 
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This annual event, now in its third year, 
was kicked off by a presentation by Alan Harlam, a 
professor at Brown University He founded Brown's 
Social Innovation Initiative, which provides support 
and guidance to Brown students with ideas for social 
entrepreneurship . 

Harlam showed the Tabor community examples 
of students who had founded their own nonprofit 
organizations with creative solutions, and asked the 
audience for ideas for problems to solve. Many Tabor 
students volunteered answers, their concerns ranging 
from providing musical education for everyone to care for 
terminally ill patients. 

Melissa Bride, Tabor Academy's dean of students 
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and organizer of the symposium, explained that one of 
the main goals of this event was to inspire students. 

"We want everyone to see that their passions 
have real-life applications," said Bride. When planning 
the event. Bride wanted to make sure she covered 
different sectors so that everyone in attendance had 
something that they were interested in. 

Bride worked with Patrick Keane, who ran a 
workshop on Social Entrepreneurship at Middlebury 
College, to plan the day and pick the sectors and 
entrepreneurs. Tabor invited entrepreneurs from six 
sectors - Environment / Marine Science, Energy / Power, 
Arts /Education, Global Issues, Health and Wellness, and 
Tech / Biotech - to share their stories with the community. 

The morning keynote speaker, Jim Deters, 
focused heavily on the importance of learning from 
mistakes as well as the importance of creative problem 
solving. He shared his own experience with his 
company. Galvanize, which works to empower young 
entrepreneurs and provide funding and support as they 
attempt to develop their ideas into a working business 
model. 

Candida Brush, a professor at Babson 
College, spoke about her experience working with 
undergraduates to create new startups. 

After Deters and Brush spoke to the students 
and faculty, they broke up into groups based on which 
sector interested them most. There, a social entrepreneur 
from that sector (some alumni of Tabor, others local 
entrepreneurs) gave a presentation to everyone there. 
Then, students broke out into smaller groups to generate 
ideas for possible innovative businesses. 

"I can't wait to see what lasting ideas resulted 
from this event," said Bride. 

The groups generated ideas such as plans 
to implement solar panels at Tabor, programs that 
provide access to art, sports, and mentoring for younger 
disadvantaged kids, and ways to make healthcare more 
accessible. 

Tabor ended the day by sharing ideas and 
then Bride encouraged students to contact any of the 
entrepreneurs or keynote speakers today if they have any

In a very exciting week for Old Rochester 
Regional High School sports, the Bulldogs routed the 
Wareham Vikings in the Cranberry Bowl, Golf capped off 
an undefeated season in the SCC, and Girls' and Boys' 
Cross Country finished up excellent campaigns, with the 
girls winding up undefeated. 

Football: The hunt for Justin Kogler's first win as 
head coach continued as the Bulldogs headed down Route 
6 on Friday night to face the Wareham Vikings in the 
much-anticipated 'Cranberry Bowl.' Several star players 
were still injured, so there was pressure on some of the 
team's younger players to deliver, as has been the case 
far too often this season. However, on Friday night, these 
players were up to task, as the Bulldogs cruised to a 41- 
13 victory to get in the win column for the first time this 
year. Junior quarterback Cam Hamilton was 3-5 for two 
touchdowns, and he added another via rush. Sophomore 
running back Harry Smith has been one of the team's 
most productive players, and he rushed nine times for 
82 yards and two scores, including one off a 44-yard run.

Girls' Cross Country: On Tuesday at Washburn 
Park in Marion, the girls' cross country team had another 
day to remember. They placed the first nine runners 
against a rival Apponequet squad, completing yet another 
15-50 clean sweep victory to earn an undefeated season. 
Senior Maddie Meyer (19:47), senior Nina Bourgeois 
(20:15), and junior Avery Nugent (20:17) were the top 
three runners for the dominant team. On Saturday at 
Stanley Park in Westfield, the girls competed in the Bay 
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State Invitational. Meyer ran a 19:36, and sophomore 
Madisen Martin ran a season-best 20:16. They were 
followed by a pack of Nugent, Bourgeois, sophomore 
Madeline Scheub, and senior Emily Josephson. They 
get a break next week before the SCC Championship on 
October 31.

Born January 26, 1928 in Mattapoisett, Mas- 
sachusetts, Geraldine Randall Stewart died on Thurs- 
day, October 1, 2015 in the care of her family at home 
in Oberlin, Ohio. She grew up on a farm near the ocean 
and had an enduring curiosity for the natural world, 
which she passed on to her children and grandchildren. 
After graduating from Fairhaven High School, Geraldine 
attended Marietta College in 1946, where she met her 
husband Bill Stewart. Between 1949 and 1970, they had 
eight children. Over the period from the early- 1950s to 
the mid-1960s, the family lived in Baraboo, Wisconsin, 
Buffalo, New York, and Sistersville, West Virginia be- 
fore moving to a small dairy farm on the Ohio River just 
north of Sistersville. 

Life on a dairy farm with six children (ages

Island of Lost Souls (1932). Starring Charles Laughton 
and Bela Lugosi. Directed by Erie C. Kenton. Running 
time: 71 minutes. 

H.G. Wells' The Island of Dr. Moreau has spawned 
a variety of adaptations, official and unofficial, but the 
first is still the best. Island of Lost Souls , for one thing, is in 
black and white. That might be the secret ingredient. Most 
of the other film versions were shot in color, but this one 
is gray and grainy, and the jungle is cloaked in deep rich 
shadow. Director Erie C. Kenton has no particular flair, 
but that's okay for a story like this, which is quite freaky 
enough without stylistic curlicues. Kenton stays out of the 
way while master cinematographer Karl Struss lights the 
island of Dr. Moreau as a subtle hell of half-seen atrocities. 
The movie has a queasy documentary vibe — there isn't 
even any score except at the beginning and end. 

Charles Laughton oozes into frame as Moreau, 
a dominant sadist who even wields a whip. Laughton 
sneaks all sorts of perversity into his performance through 
a dark side door. Moreau has created grotesque man- 
animal hybrids, but why? So he can have bestial slaves 
to serve him in the jungle? Moreau's pride and joy, his 
greatest creation, is Lota the panther woman (Kathleen 
Burke). When fate brings shipwrecked Edward Parker 
(Richard Arlen) to the island, Moreau's interest in Edward 
is mostly limited to trying to get him to mate with Lota. 
Let that sink in: A woman who used to be an animal 
— who in some respects still is -- being groomed to have 
sex with a human male. This is a 1932 film, remember. 

No wonder it kicked up such a ruckus in America and 
in England (where it was banned for years because of its 
vivisection theme). 

We could also be looking at a Darwinian concept 
here: the manimals onscreen came from animals, just 
as we derived from apes. But the oily Dr. Moreau, 
hairless except for his pate and his fussy mustache and 
beard, seems neither human nor animal. He's like some 
gelatinous god or demiurge, a Judge Holden at play in 


the fields of the Lord, dressed all in white like Colonel 
Sanders or the bride of Frankenstein. Laughton keeps 
Moreau polite and cool-headed in most cases, until he 
must discipline his ranks, at which point he barks or 
hisses or growls. The performance isn't over the top, 
though; Laughton sprinkles these weird touches around 
like biscuits for dogs to find. 

As in the same year's Freaks , we couldn't care 
less about the "normal" couple (Leila Hyams plays 
essentially the same level-headed woman in both films). 
Our sympathies are with most of Moreau's creations, 
like the yowling Sayer of the Law (Bela Lugosi), or the 
frighteningly lustful Ouran (wrestler Hans Steinke), or 
the abused M'Ling (Tetsu Komai). Make-up legend Wally 
Westmore turns the Beast-Men into shaggy, melancholy 
neither-nors like their father-god, not remotely cute 
or clever but tormented demons from the nightside of 
nature. Ouran is pretty scary when he tries to get into 
Leila Hyams' room after dark, but is he scarier than a man 
of science who essentially pimps out his "daughter" to see 
what her offspring will come out looking like? 

Island of Lost Souls was described by Michael J. 
Weldon, that arbiter of all things cult and psychotronic, 
as "probably the best horror movie ever made." There's 
something legitimately sick and cold about it, a chill 
sweat of jungle malaria. Moreau hypocritically lays down 
a series of laws for his Beast-Men ("Not to eat meat... 
not to spill blood") but ignores all manners of moral and 
medical law, including, eventually, his own — which leads 
to his downfall, vivisection at the hands/ paws of his 
children in his dreaded House of Pain. Thus do creators of 
life die in this new world of gods and monsters.
